the Cook group of islands, where 
Dr. Davis was appointed ag 
Medical Officer of Health, It 
gives striking examples of what 
happens when man-made in- 
tervention upsets the balance of 
nature. For instance there were 
many large mango and chest- 
nut trees on the island which 
were always left standing even 
though younger trees were cut 
down. Then in 1935 along came 
a Government agricultural “ex- 
pert.” He had Previously work- 
ed in South Africa and was 
under the impression that the 
same agricultural principles 
should apply to both countries, 
So he ordered the huge old trees 
to be cut down on the ground 
that their great spreading roots 
were draining nourishment 
from the soil. The natives did 
as they were told although they 
knew that the tree roots shook 
and moved in the tropical 
storms, loosening the soil better 
than a plough could have done 
while shade from the trees gave 
shelter to the “low crops.” The 
trees were destroyed and as a 
result the crops were alternate- 
ly bleached by the sun and 
washed out by the rain.

Painting Pointers 


A paint roller must be cleaned 
carefully after use if it is to do 
a satisfactory job the next time, 
But cleaning can be a messy 
business, Here’s a tidy and ef- 
fective method. After using oil 
paint, squeeze the excess paint 
out of the roller by rolling it in 
the empty pan. Then put it ig 
an empty polythene bag—the 
kind the groceries come in, but 
make sure it ig one without 
holes, Then you can squeeze 
the roller by hand, working out 
the remaining paint. Rinse the 
roller in a pan of turpenti 
mineral spirits or other thinner, 
repeating until clean. After 
painting with latex-base paints, 
clean the roller in lukewarm 
water. : hg * 

The best way to mix paint ig 
to use two cans. Pour off the 
top liquid from the new can of 
paint and stir the sticky solids in 
the bottom of the can. Then 
pour the two back and forth 
from one can to the other gey- 
eral times. Keep an extra paint 
pail in the house for this pur- 
pose, sd r ig 

Be careful when painting any- 
thing which has had wax on it, 

Paint will not adhere to wax and 
in no time it will peal and chip, 
Scrub the surface first with soap 
and water, then give it a good 
rubbing with turpentine to re 
move every trace of wax. i 
any gloss still remains, rub it 
lightly with fine sandpaper, Be 
sure the surface is thoroughly 

dry before you paint. -

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Man Bullds Home 
Beehive-shaped 


A man who has kept bees in 
New Plymouth, New Zealand, 
for 34 years has finally built a 
“beehive” for himself. 

From his long experience as 
beekeeper, George Brewster has 
discovered that bees knew what 
they were doing when they 
ehose the hexagon as a basis 
for hive construction. -

for Mr. Brewster, “something

So he built 
a house of no right angles, using 
the hexagon as the basis of 
measurements and design. 


Hence, Mr. Brewster has come 
up with something unique in the 
history of prefabricated con- 
struction. The benefits are mani- 
fold, he said, For the hexagon, 
he added, provides greater floor 
space for relative wall space, 
greater storage capacity, and far 
greater strength for the con- 
struction unit. 


It also has the advantage of 
unlimited variations of design 
and size from an extremely 
small number of basic shapes 
and pieces. 

Mr. Brewster has reduced the 
materials. used to 16 standard 
parts which can be factory-cut 
and mass produced, 

Many of the parts make use 
of smaller waste pieces of tim- 
ber that ordinarily drift from 


‘the orthodox construction job 


into the scrap heap, All the wall 
units have a laminated frame, 
lined on the inside with hex- 
agonal sections, each built around 
three diamond shapes and fin- 
ished on the outside with a 
sheathing of rough-cast plaster, 


Mr. Brewster’s own house con- 
sists of seven equal-sized rooms 
or units, all opening from a 
central hall and joined by 
quaintly shaped archways which 
can be curtained or fitted with 
sliding doors. 

The only discordant note to 
Mr. Brewster is the rectangular 
bath, but the plumber just could 
not bring himself to follow the 
suggestion to “knock the corners 
off.” 

Mrs. Brewster, who shares her 
husband’s enthusiasm for this 
“beewise” style of living, finds 
their home a joy to keep in 
order,

Stars and Planets 


Stars and planets look very 
much alike, although they are 
actually entirely different kinds 
of bodies. Stars are huge balls of 
extremely hot and glowing gas, 
like our own sun, Planets are 
much smaller than most stars 
and are more or less like the 
earth, for they have no light: or 
heat of their own. The planets 
shine brilliantly in the sky 
simply because they reflect the 
light of the sun, somewhat as a 
mirror might. While there are 
countless trillions of stars, we 
Know definitely of only nine 
planets, and all of these belong 
to the sun’s family. 

On a clear night the sky is 
full of stars. Since the planets 
are constantly moving around 
the sun, some of these bodies 
may be in the night-time sky 
where we can see them among 
the stars, and some of them may 
be in the daytime sky where we 
ean not see them because of the 
sunlight. At times when some of 
the planets are shining among 
the stars, it may be difficult to 
know which are planets and 
which are stars. 

We have already seen that 
stars twinkle because their light 
is bent in various ways by the 


the brass ring; won 104-92, 


differently heated layers of at- 
mosphere. Planets do not 
twinkle, ordinarily, but seem to 
shine with a steady, unwavering 
light. Even through large tele- 
scopes, the biggest stars appear 
simply as tiny points of light, 
whiles the planets show very 
definite discs and surfaces, 
Hence, more rays come to us 
from the surface of a planet 
than from the surface of a star. 
The light from the planets does 
not waver as much as that from 
the stars because the wavering 
of one ray of light is counter- 
acted by the wavering of an- 
other ray in another direction. 

Planets can also be picked out 
by. noticing that over a period of 
time they change their positions 
against the background of the 
stars. The .word planet means 
wanderer. Through the year, the 
planets can be seen traveling 
against the starry sky. The stars, 
on the other hand, seem to re- 
main fixed in relation to each 
other,

PLAIN HORSE SENSE .. 


By F. (BOB) VON PILIS 


A strong plea for a clear-cut 
agricultural policy was made a 
few days ago in the House of 
Commons by F. S. Zaplitny 
(member for Dauphin, Man.). 

Mr. Zaplitny said that he 
wanted to repeat the statement 
that had been made so often by 
by members of all parties “that 
agriculture is entitled to its fair 
share of the national income, 
He said that he was not going 
to ask for “hand-outs” or “pre- 
ferred treatment,” but wanted 
to outline “a policy which will, 
as near as it is possible to do 
80, bring to agriculture its fair 
share of the national income.” 


Supports Forward Prices 


He quoted a resolution carried 
at a recent convention of the 
Manitoba Farmers Union which 
calls for the establishment by 
the federal government of “a 
policy of forward pricing on all 
agricultural commodities, which 
would bear a 95=per cent parity 
relationship to other goods and 
services, thus bringing about 
stability in agriculture and 
strengthen our whole economy.” 

The honourable member for 
Dauphin came out strongly in 
support of this resolution from 
which he evolved a number of 
necessary measures, the first 
and foremost of which is a sys- 
tem of marketing boards. 

He asked for assistance to 
those provinces which are now 
trying to organize livestock 
marketing boards with the ul- 


timate aim of setting up a 
national livestock marketing 
board, 


More important still was the 
establishment of floor prices for 
livestock products; which Mr. 
Zaplitny submitted was a mat- 
ter beyond the financial pos- 
sibilities of any one province 
and a responsibility of the fed- 
eral government. 

Two Price System, 

Mr, Zaplitny went on to dis- 
cuss what is called, in the opin- 
ion of this writer erroneously 
so, a two price system; in other 
words one set price for the home 
market and lower competitive 
prices for export. He explained 


that this was regular practice as 

far as industry is concerned. 
This column has always pro- 

pounded the idea of setting 


commodity prices for home con- . 


sumption and to export any 
“surpluses” at world prices. 
The question to be answered is 
whether this should be done by 
the government or by the farm- 
ers themselves through their 
own marketing agencies. 

Price Spreads Investigation 

The honourable member also 
urged the government to in- 
vestigate the spreads of prices 
between producer and consum- 
er. He produced figures which 
show that wheat for which the 
farmer received 96 cents to 
$1.25 costs $7.28 when retailed 
in the form of bread, Oats for 
which the farmer received 20 
to 52 cents per bushel bring 
$3.62 a bushel when turned into 
rolled, oats for human consump- 
tion. Barley for which the farm- 
ers are paid 50 to 92 cents a 
bushel, is worth $4.32 in the 
form of dry malt, and if turn- 
ed into liquid malt as much as 
$9. 

For the*People of Canada 

Mr, Zaplitny ended his speech 
with an appeal to national 
pride, genuine love of the Ca- 
nadian soil, the appreciation of 
the possibilities in. our country 
and the knowledge of the great- 
er things that can be done for 
the benefit of the people of 
Canada. 

It would be useful for farm- 
ers to study this speech and 
to discuss the proposed policies 
at their meetings.

Good Time To 
Check Junior’s Feet 


With snow on the ground and 
frost in the air, Grandpa used 
to grumble when he was a boy 
about that four-mile hike to the 
little red schoolhouse. 

But his complaints were a 
mere whisper compared to the 
howl put up by today’s young- 
asters if they have to walk more 
than a half-dozen blocks to 
school, 

According to foot doctors, how- 
ever, there may be some merit 
to Junior’s complaints. The 
doctors say that Junior’s feet 
are probably worse off than 
Grandpa's ever were. Why? 
Well, Grandpa’s parents knew 
more about foot care than we 
do — his generation did a great 
deal more walking and thus 
were more conscious of shoes 
and foot comfort. ° 


Today’s youngsters do a, lot 


of their daily travel in cars and |’ 


buses, and parents are apt to 
neglect their feet — which is 
why school health examinations 
turn up the fact that far too 
many children are wearing un- 
suitable and outgrown shoes. 
The pair you bought Junior in 
the Fall may still have a lot of 
wear in them, but chances are 
they’re cramping his feet as he 
steps out in 1955 — and that can 
be the beginning of foot troubles 
that can plague him all his life. 
With four months of school 
and rough play behind them, 
midwinter is a good time to 
check your children’s shoes if 
you want them to walk into the 
new school term on _ healthy 
feet. 
And be sure to take a little 
extra time and care when you 
buy Junior new shoes, special- 
ly as far as fit and materials are 
concerned. Make certain that 
the soles are made of flexible 
leather that bends edsily with 
the foot. 
But no matter how much your 
youngster likes a particular 
style, don’t let him leave the 
store in badly fitting shoes, Have 
his feet measured standing up 
— they’ll spread naturally with 
his weight on them. The proper 
length allows three-quarters of 
an inch between his big toe and 
the tip of the shoe, You can be 
certain the width is correct if 
the upper leather across the 
toes can be humpped up slight- 
ly between your fingers. The 
heel fit should be snug, with no 
up-and-down slipping as he 
walks, 
See that Junior tries on both 
shoes and walks around the

Well, we have been “con- 
verted”’—as of last Friday, and it 
was certainly quite an experi- 
ence. Maybe those of you who 
still have conversion to 60 cycle 
ahead of you would like to know 
what happened. 

Shortly before 8 a.m., hydro 
trucks started rolling along ‘the 
highway—I had already counted 
28 before one of them turned in 
at our gate.

During the afternoon the man 
came back and finished the millr 
cooler, so, except for the ‘frig’ 
we were all through. 

At 5.30 the fun began! The 
lights suddenly went dim. Not 
out but so dim one could hardly 
see to walk around, Partner 
came up from the barn. “How 
do you like 60 cycle?” I asked. 
His answer is better left un- 
recorded. 

From what I could gather 
afterwards the hydro office was 
besieged with calls, ours among 


them, “Something had gone 
wrong with the temporary 
transformer, causing low vol- 


tage. It would be adjusted as 
soon as possible.” But, while we 
had low voltage people to the 
east of us had too much—lights 
were blindingly bright, furnaces 
racing like mad and fuses blow- 
ing out all‘over the place. How- 
ever, about nine o'clock the 
trouble was adjusted, lights 
were normal and Partner was 
able to finish his milking with 
the aid of the milking machine. 
But still the refigerator man 
had not returned. I wasn’t too 
worried, thinking he would be 
back in the morning. After all 
one might expect a little incon- 


venience. But then a neighbor 
informed me the men didn’t 
work on Saturday. I should 
have known it! I phoned the 


hydro office and a Weary voice 
answered—“Let me know in the 
morning if he doesn’t come and 
we will send an emergency man 
out to finish the job.” I was 
satisfied to let it go at that, 
meanwhile stepping around the 
refrigerator and its cumber- 
some parts as best I could, try- 
ing to get a little law and order 
into the place. 

Altogether it had been a try- 
ing day so by 11 o'clock I was 
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dead to the world. Partner, ap- 
parently, was half undressed 
when there came a pounding at 
the door, and furious barking 
on the part of the dogs. I awoke 
with a start, wondering what 
on earth had happened. It was 
another hydro man .. . to fin- 
ish the refrigerator job! Part- 
ner was in the middle of telling

The result was that the notes 
circulated with unheard — of 
rapidity. They were first used 
for the payment of wages for 
the building of streets, drainage 
and other public works by men 
who would otherwise been un- 
employed. On the day when the 
new notes were used eighteen 
hundred achilling worth were 
paid out. 

The recipients immediately 
hurried with them to the shops, 
and the shopkeepers and mer- 
chants hastened to use them for 
the payment of their tax to the 
municipality. The municipality 
immediately used them to pay 
the bills. Within 24 hours of be- 
ing issued the greater part of 
this money had already been 
passed on its way again. During 
the first month, the money had 
made the complete circuit no 
less than 20 times. 

There was no possibility of 
anyone avoiding the one per 
cent stamp tax on any note he 
happened to hold at the end of 
the month, since without a 
stamp to bring it up to face 
value, the note lost its entire 
value. 

Within the first four months 
after the issue of the new mon- 
ey, the town had accomplished 
public works to the value of 
100,000 schillings. A large pro- 
portion of tax arrears had al- 
ready been paid off and there 
were even cases of people pay~ 
ing taxes in advance. 

Receipts of back taxes were 
eight times greater than in the 
past before the introduction of 
new money. Unemployment is 
now reduced enormously, the 
shopkeepers are prosperous. 

The fame of the Worgl mir- 


acle spread. Irving Fisher, 
American economist, sent & 
commission of enquiry to Wor- 
gl, and the system has been in- 
troduced in a score or more of 
American townships. 

The Austrian National Bank 
however was highly disturbed 


by the whole proceeding. Now 
Unterguggenberger is being 
brought before the courts to ex- 
plain himself and his plan.

One Goal “‘The 
Rocket”? Always 
Seems To Miss 


Maurice (Rocket) Richard, 
greatest goal-scorer in the his- 
tory of the National Hockey 
League—yet he has never won 
the league’s individual scoring 
championship. 

Further than that. This man 
who has outdistanced all others 
in the most vital of departments 
in any sport — scoring—has had 
to settle for second place on the 
NHL all-star team the past four 
seasons. 

It has been recorded that Toe 
Blake, Richard’s teammate on 
the Montreal Canadiens’ famous 


“Punch Line” of Blake-Lach- 
Richard, once said of The 
Rocket: 


“Maurice lives to score goals!” 

Truly the explosive Richard 
is an intense, fiery athlete whose 
pride of performance drives him 
to keep up his tremendous scor- 
ing pace. Hockey players are 
normally slow to unwind from 
the speed and excitement of a 
game. It helps explain in part 
the more than $1,000 The 
Rocket has had to pay in fiines 
over the years. 

But back to the scoring. In his 
12-plus seasons in the National 
Hockey League, The Rocket has 
poured more than 400 goals past 
rival netminders, 

The almost unbelievable No. 
400 came last Dec. 18 in a game 
at Chicago. You get an idea of 
the stature of Richard’s feats 
from the fact that only one 
other player in hockey history 
has passed the 300-goal mark. 
Nels Stewart of the old Mon- 
treal and Boston teams had 324. 

Yet because the scoring title 
is based on goals and assists — 
one point each — Richard has 
mever won that individual 
honor. 


During the years he has been 
in the league that honor has 
gone to Doug Bentley of Chi- 
cago, Montreal linemate Elmer 
Lach (twice), Herbie Cain of 
Boston, Max Bentley of Chicago 
(twice), Roy Conacher of Chi- 
cago, Ted Lindsay of Detroit and 
Gordie Howe of Detroit. 

Howe hag won the title the 
last four years and also the Hart 
Trophy as the league’s most 
valuable player in 1952 and 
1953. This goes a long way to- 
ward, explaining why Richard 
has not been on the NHL all- 
star team since 1950. Both Howe 
and Richard are right wingers, 

Now Comes Boom Boom 

A further look at the right 
wing situation unveils one Boom 
Boom Geoffrion — teammate of 
Richard’s at Montreal who this 
year has been setting a goals- 
scored and total points pace well 


ahead of both Richard and. 


Howe. The way the youthful 
‘Boomer is playing he may push 
both ‘Richard and Howe off the 
‘all-star team. 

Over the last few years Howe 
has been ‘setting a more blis- 
tering goals-scored. pace: against 
rival goalies than the veteran 
Rocket — with Geoffrion not far 
behind. There may even come 
a time when they, along with 
a player such as Detroit’s Ted 

‘Lindsay, also will join the ex- 
elusive 300-goal circle. 

' “Perhaps. Howe and Geoffrion 
will some day even challenge 
Rocket’s “400” pinnacle. 

But such an eventuality is still 
a lot of ice away. Richard is 
there and he made it in specta- 
cular, explosive fashion. With 
or without an official league 
“scoring” title he is still The 
Rocket — unchallenged “home 
run hitter” of hockey.

In the next few weeks, from 
a little upstairs workshop in 
Toronto, will go 1,320,700 minia- 
ture car license key tags to the 
car owners of Ontario. 

Nineteen war amps, all of 
them minus at least one limb, 
have made the key tags. In the 
past nine years 10,500,000 minia- 
ture key tags have been made 
for Canadian car owners by 
War Amps. 

All the profit from the sale of 
the miniature key tags goes to 
the War Amputations Distribu- 
tion and Benevolent Committee. 

In nine years the net earnings 
of the War Amps Key Tag Sery- 
ice has been $207,844. Nearly 
200,000 man hours’ employment 
has been given to an average of 
19 war amps, full-time. 

Every 36 minutes in the nine 
years the War Amps office has 
returned one set of lost car keys 
to its owner. 

That's the whole idea of the 
Key Tag Service. The owner 
fastens the miniature key tag to 
his car keys. If he loses them, 
they are mailed to the War 
Amps Office. There a record is 
kept of every car owner's name 
and address and car license 
number. 

In addition to restoring lost 
car keys to their owners, the 
key tag service also keeps war’ 
amps usefully employed, and all 


the profits aid war amps groups 
across Canada, 

In 1953, the Key Tag Service 
transferred to the Benevolent 
Committee, © $15,996.

The new club, 
which Paul Harris named “Rotary” 
because the members met, in rotation, 
in their various places of business, 
met with general approval and the 
club membership grew rapidly. Al- 
most every member had come to 
Chicago from a small town and in the 
Rotary Club they found an opportun- 
|ity for the intimate acquaintanceship 
of their boyhood days. When Paul 
Harris became president of the club 
in its third year he was ambitious to 
advance its growth and to extend the 
Rotary movement to other cities be- 
cause he was convinced that the idea 
of the Rotary Club which had appeal- 
ed to a small group of friends in 
Chicago could be developed into an 
important movement.

returning home. The urban worker. 
works shorter hours and probably has 
more ways to tempt him to spend his: 
inceme as fast as it is earned; more 
real holidays; more time for hobbies; 
more chances of recreation closer to 
him. He is also more liable to be 
laid off work if times are dull than a 
farm labourer. He must punch the 
time clock and never under any cir- 
cumstances be late at work. The city 
labourer has to buy everything, evem 
the water he drinks. Another advant- 
age is working inside on hot, cold or 
stormy weather. 

On the other hand the farmer or 
farm labourer has to contend with all 
kinds of weather conditions, as much 
has to be done regardless of rain, 
snow or heat, as in summer working’ 
in the hot sun, bringing in cows to 
milk no matter how hard it rains; in 
winter to pump water etc. in the cold. 
His work goes on seven days a woek 
with many chores morning and even- 
ing. The average farmer is often 
short of help and he cannot pay thd 
same wage rate as in the city. If he 
wishes to take a day off between, 
chore times he can do so; if tired he 
is free to sit down and rest awhile, but 
may lose some of his crop if too muclhy 
time is taken off. 

By working longer hours, investing 
the last dollar he makes and borrow- 
ing in some cases to make improve- 
ments, by the time he is past working 
he may if very fortunate have enough 
to live comfortably, if not too tired to 
enjoy his last days. 

Taking everything into considera- 
tion, each is better off in some ways 
than the other; but on the whole the 
urban and country worker are about 
even.
